May unkind things have been said 
about motorists, mostly by people who 
[have never driven a car: ‘Tt is often 
forgotten that the automobile is o very. 
real boon, and that anyone who can 
arrange it prefers to travel by car rather 
than by chair, ricksha or even Peak-tram. 
The people deserving of censure are not 
motorists ‘collectively, but a yery | fow 
careless or s¢lfish individuals. If thero 
is to be any real improvement in Hong 
kong in this matter it will only be brought 


and. obtaining their co-operation Dan- 
gers will he redyecd if road improvements, 
arevearried out wherever. possible, Thero’ 
is, just now, an “ economy stunt,’’ but. 
there could be no- greater mistake than 
that of postponing’ road-impravements.

The weight of pleasure vehicles, 
excluding, of vourse, the motor-busses,

vious that thé ‘small: fight” car, with, at 
the most, four passengers, is mich more 
eusly controled than the huge’ seven 
seaters that so often,carry as many as 
ten or twelve people. These hig cars 
blork the roads and make it difienit to 
see-any. trafic beyond them. : 

The motor ‘busses are,a problem unto 
themselves. It was a bad day for pedes- 
trians and‘ car drivers whon they were 
permitted to run along Caine Road, and 
it will be much safer. when the roud im- 
provements cast.of the Naval Yard are 
completed. In any case the speed of 
these huge vehicles . should . be strictly 
limited. ‘There’ js vo -real reason why} 
they should exceed o maxinum of twelve 
miles an hour. It should be. within the 
limits of human ingenuity to have some 
sealed automatic recorder on the: "bus 
which could be'inspected daily by the 
police in the hope of'collecting a fine. ”
